Belgrade, Jugoslavia, June 17 (A.P.). 
The situation in Greece has become 
extremely serious according to advices 
reaching the local newspaper Pravada 

A M@spatch from Saloniki savs that 
the first squadron of the Greek fleet. 
stationed at Mytilene, has joined the 
cause of the tobacco strikers. 

The Salonika advices assert that the 
strike has been spreading and that 
there have been clashes with the police 
at Salonika, Piraeus, Drama and several 
other towns. Several persons were re- 
ported killed at Drama. 

Communist agitators, say the de- 
Bpatches, have been trying to turn the 
tobacco strike into a general affair. 
They are reported to have induced 
many railway employes and electricians 
to quit work and striking railwaymen 
are said to have stopped trains from 
Athens to Salonika at Trikala. 

_ Many communists have been arrested 
at Salonika. A strict watch is being 
kept on Gen. Theodorus Pangalos, 

former dictator, it being feared that’ 
strikers may try to release him. (Gen 

Pangalos has been in prison since he 

was ousted from power in August, 1926 

He is charged with treason). 

Vienna, June 17 (A.P.).—A commun- 
ist revolution, growing out of the to- 
bacco workers’ strike in Macedonia. 
threatens to sweep Greece, says a 
special dispatch to the Tageblatt from 
Salonika. The despatch ascribes the 
growth of the strike and the spread of 
communistic doctrine to the fact that 
the Athens government has proved 
helpless in its attempts to suppress 
disorder. 


Athens Admits Trouble. 


Athens, July 17 (A.P.).—Emergency 
measures have been initiated by the 
gcvernment in order to cope with the 

ituation growing out of the spread of 

the strike among tobacco’ workers 
Ccmmunists have been trying to make 
the walkout general in all industries, 
but the government said tonight that 
the moderate labor leaders had refused 
to enter an agresment with the Reds 
This fact was considered especially re- 
assuring in government circles. 

Elabora precautions have been taken 
to protect power houses and other utill- 
ties. The waterworks at Saloniki have 
been damaged by strikers. 

The government announced its will- 
ingness to consider any. reasonable de- 
mands by the strikers, but saica that it 
would not enter into negotiations with 
them until work is resumed, 


Little News Sent Out 


Only scant information has come di- 
erect from Greece in cespect to the 
sirike of tobacco workers and its pos- 
gible political consequences. 

A glimpse of the background was 
afforded late in March whe the Greek 
government at Athens blamed com- 
munists for three disastrous tobacco 
fires. It asserted that the reds were 
trying to terrify the tobacco workers 
into joining them by forcing unemploy- 
ment through the destruction of fac- 
tories. 

On June 12 and again the next day 
there were clashes between strikers and 
troops at Kavala headquarters of the 
American Tobacco Co. Shots were ex- 
‘changed and on~ man was killed and a 
igcore or more wounded. 

The strike is astensibly for higher 
wages, but almost every dispatch on 
the subject direct from Greece has 
‘mentioned the government as blaming 
the communists for the outbreaks. 

In April a report via Paris said that 
Gen. Kondylis, who in August of 1926 
overthrew Theodorus Pangalos as dicta- 
tor, was fomenting a revolution and 
that martial law had been declared in 
Athens. Nothing further has been 
heard of that affair.

Mr. Meredith’s grandfather, tn addl- 
tion to his agriculturas interests. was 
publisher of a farm weekly, the Farm- 
ers’ Tribune. It was devoted to Popu- 
lism and met with financial difficulties 
when that movement died out. Having 
completed a year in Highland Phrk Col- 
lege, Des Moines, young Meredith, then

publication. Through six years it 
brought him much hard work and little 
success.

Family Is Photographed. 

Following the meal, Mr. Hoover 
yielded to the importunities ‘of the 
large crowd of newspaper photograph- 
ers for an opportunity to photograph 
the entire family in group, which is 
seldom possible, as Allan is an under- 
graduate at Leland Stanford University, 
California, and his brother, Herbert, jr., 
an instructor at the Harvard Business 
School, Cambridge, Mass. The family 
posed for several pictures in the Hoover 
back yard before a multitude of still 
and motion picture cameras. 

When the insatiable wishes of the 
photographers had been’ temporarily 
gratified, the family retired to the rear 
sun porch and shortly thereafter Sec- 
retary Hoover received Secretary of the 
Interior Hubert Work, one of his 
stanchest supporters, who had just 
returned from Kansas City. The ex- 
change of friendly expressions between 
the two Cabinet colleagues was brief 
and immediately upon Secretary Work’s 


departure, the Hoover family left for 
church.

Engineers on Lonely Peak 
Plan to Battle Lightning 


Westinghouse Men Start Scientific Campaign on Ten- 
nessee Mountain Top Where 20 Thunderstorms 
Occur Each Month—Many Devices Used. 


New York, June 17 (A.P.).—In a bat- 
tle to “tame” lightning, electrical engi- 
neers were “digging in” toda: on top a 
lonely Tennessee mountain for a cam- 
paign that may last six months of six 
years. 

Lightning to date, experts say, has re- 
mained an unknown quantity and has 
hampered operation in long-distance, 
high-power electrical] lines. 

The “battle of Chilhowee Mountain.” 
where an average of twenty thunder- 
storms occur each month, the engi- 
neers say, will reveal characteristics of 
lightning which scientists have sought 
for centuries. The camp will be located

Norinder oscillographs, osisos, Kly- 
donographs and cameras will provide 
the heavy artillery. The apparatus, us- 
ing the power lines of the Aluminum 
Co. of America, will cover a 5-mile 
wilderness. 

The interest of scientists is centered 
on the oscillograph. Brought to this 
country by Dr. Harold Norinder after 
eight years’ work in Sweden as engineer 
and head of the research bureau of the 
royal board of waterfalls in Stockholm, 
he is now a Westinghouse consulting 
engineer. 

The oscillograph operates much like 
the hidden automatic cameras by which | 
wild animals are made to snap their |

own pictures. Installed on the power 
line, it keeps watch without attention 
Any sort of lightning, from the small- 
est spark to a 100,000,000 volt flash a 
half mile long, leaves an exact record 
of its performance. The device meas- 
ures the rate of rise of the voltage 
surge, the maximum voltage attained 
the duration of the change, and the 
rate of decrease. 

It is_ so sensitive that it records 
surges which have an ephemeral life 
of only a ten-millionth of a second— 
the time taken for an ordinary rifle 
bullet to travel the thickness of two 
hairs, engineers say. 

The moving parts consist of a beam 
of cathode rays which are bent here 
and there by electrical attraction to 
leave their mark on a drum of photo- 
graphic film spinning at 100 revolu- 
tions per second. The entire apparatus 
operates in a vacuum. 

The klydonographs will record the 
maximum shock received by the trans- 
mission line and thus supplement the 
oscillograph records. Osisos will func- 
tion as part of distance finders) to tell 
the operators how far distant ffom the 
power line the lightning flashed.

For the first Sunday in three years 
the grave of Frank Decker, in Mount 
Olivet Cemetery, was undecorated yes- 
terdey. His ‘faithful wife, who had 
gone each Sunday to place flowers on 
the grave, was burned to death early 
yesterday morning when the frame 
house in which she resided at 16 Rock 
Creek Church road northeast was de- 
stroyen by fire.

house, ran to the street. The entire 
front of the house was in flames He 
called to a passerby to turn in the fire 
alarm, and then awakened his wife and

Ernest Skinner, of No. 11, also at- 
tracted by the screams, ran to the 
house and saw Mrs. Decker come to 
the front window on the second floor 
He shouted to her to jump, that 
would catch her.

TORNADO DEATH TOLL 
REACHES 8; 100 HURT 


Damage Tops $1,000,000; 
New Kansas Winds Destroy 


Farm Property. 

Kansas City, June 17 (A.P.) —Eight 
persons dead, upward of 100 injured 
and damage passing the $1,000,000 
mark was the toll of tornadic winds 
that struck southwestern Oklahoma 
and southern Kansas late Saturday and 
today. 

The towns of Blair and Headrick, in 
Oflahoma, were hardest hit. Four per- 
sons lost. their lives in Blair and four 
others, negroes, were killed in the lat- 
ter town. Most of the damage reported 
tonight was in Oklahoma. Heavy rains 
in Kansas, Missouri! and Oklahoma 
came in the wake of the atmospheric 
disturbances, which have prevailed in 
the Southwest for nearly a week 

Two tornadoes, neither of which took 
any lives, were reported in Kansas, one 
near Hutchinson last night and the 
other near Emporia this afternoon. 
High winds were reported in other sec- 
tions. 

Few injuries were reported in today’s 
storms in Kansas, although damage to 
farm property was considerable and 
much live stock was lost. The ap- 


proaching storm gave warning to in-- 
habitants of the area struck, and af- 
forded them a chance to seek safety, 
see's averting ce loss_of life.

BODIES BEING SOUGHT 
AFTER MEXICAN QUAKE 


All of Central-Southern Part 
of Country Shaken; People 
Are in Terror. 


DAMAGE IN THE CITIES 


Mexico City, June 17 (A.P.).—All of 
central south Mexico, from the Gulf 
of Mexico to the Gulf of Tehuantepec. 
was shaken by a series of earthquakes 
which lasted all of Saturday night The 
shocks continued today in the State 
of Oaxaca. 

No definite reports of loss of life had 
been received late today but despatches 
from Oaxaca said it was feared that 
several victims had been buried in the 
ruins of their homes there 

Property damage was widespread but 
was relatively unimportant except in 
Oaxaca City. That section was Just be- 
ginning to recover from a visitation of 
about two months ago and now must do 


its’ Work over again as well as recon-' 


struct much freshly damaged property 
In Mexico City, Puébla, Vera Cruz and 


other towns there was general panic 
People rushed from their homes into 
the streets and plazas, falling upon 
their knees in prayer In many piaces 
they have fled to the country. camping 
in the open and refusing to reenter 
their houses. 

Church bells were rung by the earth 
movement. Electric light plants were 
put out of commission and water mains 
were broken. 

Oaxaca was the center of the dis- 
turbance and press dispatches from 
there report that 50 distinct shocks 
were felt within the first hour. The 
smaller temblors were continuing to- 
day. Some of the streets were clut- 
tered with the Wreckage of fallen walle

GUNMEN MURDER MAN

Thousands See the Slaying;

New York, June 17 (A.P.).—Four 
gunmen leaped from.an automobile in 
crowded Herald Square today, shot and 
killed a former convict in another car 
dashed back to their own machine and 
sped away past traffic signals to escape 
in the traffic of Thirty-fourth street. 

The victim was shot six times 
through the head and body. Compari- 
son of fingerprints, police said, iden- 
tified the body as that of Edward Car- 
ter, alias Harold Atwater, alias Edwin 
Mack. Records showed him to have 
served a short sentence here as a 
pickpocket, police said, and to have 
been arrested in Cleveland for forgery 
in 1923. 

Thousands of persons witnessed the 
shooting. Carter’s car was driven by 
@ young woman, who leaped from the 
machine to lose herself in the crowds 
On Broadway.

Liner Roosevelt Hears. Big 
Plane’s Radio; Weather 
on Ocean Clear. 


St. Johns, N. F., June 17 (A.P.).—The 
Marconi Co, here received a message 
late tonight from the steamer Albertic 
in latitude 45.55 north, longitude 50.48 
west, stating that the monoplane 
Friendship has been heard giving her 
course as “60 degrees true.’’| The mes- 
sage said the monoplane was making 
110 miles an hour. 

(The course, “60 degrees true,” was 
nterpreted to mean that the plane was 
following a course a little north of due 
east without variation.) 

1,200 Miles Covered, 

New York, June 17 (A.P.).—The 
monoplane Friendship, which took off 
from ‘Trepassey, Newfoundland, for 
Europe today, had covered approxl- 
mately 1,200 miles of its 1,900 miles 
overwater course if all was well 
aboard the plane at midnight tonight, 
flight observers here estimated. 

They pointed out, however, that only 
reports from ships which had picked 
up the plane’s signals and records of 
the plane’s cruising speed on the flight 
from Boston to Newfoundland had 
been available in estimating the fillers 
distance from the starting point. 

The United States Lines announced 
tonight receipt of a radio message from 
the liner President Roosevelt, stating 
that it had picked up a message from 
the steamer Elmworth, which reported 
signals from the monoplane Friendship 
said “All’s well.” 

“Steamship Elmworth radio 
bearings on plane Friendship.” the mes- 
sage from the liner President Roosevelt 
said “Position of Elmworth 50.20 
north, 22.37 west. Signal of plane re- 
ceived by Elmworth very strong, ‘All's 
well.” Position of President Roosevelt 
45.05 north, 3534 west. Weather fine 
and clear. Moderate sea. 

“Manning.” 

The message was sent from the Presi- 
dent Roosevelt at 22.37 Greenwich mean 
time. or 5:37 p. m. Eastern standard 
time. 

The Radio Marine Corporation to- 
night announced receipt of a message 
from the President Roosevelt reporting 
it had heard the Elmworth in communil- 
cation with the Friendship. 


Unable to Raise Plane. 


“Heard S. S. Elmworth working plane 
Friendship at 22:35 Greenwich mean 
time (5:35 p m. Eastern standard time) 
Position 50.00 north, 34.21 west.” The 
message from the President Roosevelt 
said, “Friendship bearing from Elm- 
worth at that time was 247, Friendship 
barely audible to President Roosevelt. 
Unable to raise. Our position 45.10 
North, 35.10 west, at 23:00 Greenwich 
mean time (5 p. m. Eastern standard 
time). 

“Master, President Roosevelt.” 

The President Roosevelt, of the 
United States Line, sailed from New 
York Wednesday bound for Bremen. 

The Radio Marine Corporation of 
America reported the following message 
from the steamsh'»n Rexmore: 

“Signals received from airplane 
Friendship asking our position, which 
was given as 49.38 north, 39.20 west. 
From this position airplane has bear- 
ing of 23 true. Signal received Green- 
wich mean time 20.45 (3:45 p.m easte 
ern standard “time).

Albany, N. Y., June 17 (A.P.).—Sen- 
ator J. Thomas Heflin, of Alabama, to- 
day brought his fight against the presi- 
dential nomination of Gov. Alfred E. 
Smith, a fellow Democrat, to the cap- 
ital of the governor's State. 

Speaking before more than 10,000 
persons, many of them in Ku Klux 
Klan regalia, in a field on the outskirts 
of this city, Senator Heflin predicted 
Catholic Democrats would “get a taste 
of the same sort of medicine they got 
in New York City in 1924,” when they 
“split the convention wide open and 
killed the Democratic party.” 

Stationed about the field while the 
meeting was in progress were scores 
of State Troopers, ordered to the meet- 
ing by Gov. Smith so that Senator 
Heflin would have “full opportunity to 
say anything he desires without inter- 
ruption or discourtesy.” 

In command of the troopers at the 
meeting was Maj. John A. Warner, su- 
perintendent of State police, and the 
governor’s son-in-law. 

Senator Heflin said that among his 
reasons for opposing the candidacy of 
the governor was the latter’s connec- 
tion with Tammany Hall, which the 
senator described as “the most corrupt 
political organization that ever had ex- 
istence.”’ 


$2,000,000 DAMAGE 
TO CROPS IS FEARED 


White River Falling; Peril Is 
Seen at Stephens Levee 
and Jackson Bayou. 


Kennett, Mo., June 17 (A.P.).—Un- 
ceasing efforts of 3,000 workers to save 
their homes and crops from floods, 
again went to naught when the second 
big break in the St. Francis River levee 
occurred early today, inundating 75,000 
additional acres of land and leaving 
a thousand families homeless. 

Opening a 275-foot gap 31, miles 
north of Browns Ferry and 15 miles 
above the 400-foot crevasse which oc- 
curred early yesterday, the river swept 
in upon @ new area, bringing the total 
area of submerged land to approxi- 
mately 100,000 acres.

With the flood approaching the pro- 
portions of the inundation which oc- 
curred in Dunklin County last year, it 
was estimated that the damage would 
run from between $1,500,000 to §$2,- 
000,000. 

Crops of the region are a total loss 
with the wheat, promising an excellent 
crop, almost ready to harvest. Corn 
was from 6 inches to a foot high, and 
the cotton crop had an excellent start. 

The new crevasse was the third in 
two days. The first occurred about 
1:30 a. m. Saturday, allowing the river 
to flood 25,000 acres of land through 
an opening which grew to be 400 feet 
wide. The second, about 40 feet wide, 
broke out shortly after the first and 
affected the same area. 


Break Comes on Third Crest. 


The break today came at 3:30 a. m. 
on the third crest of the stream, which 
was estimated to be about a foot and 
@ half higher than that of Saturday 
Farmers, merchants and professional 
men of the surrounding country had 
been making a vain effort to bolster 
up the weakening dyke against the rise 

Every available man was on hand at 
the places where the waters were seep- 
ing through, piling sand bags against 
the levees. When the dirt was swept 
aside the men made a last desperate 
attempt to stem the tide by -concen- 
trating on a sand bag bulwark, but the 
river was too powerful and a wall of 
water, 8 feet in height, brushed aside 
their efforts. 

With the country around inundated 

from 10 to 15 feet in depth, the weary 
workers, exhausted from their ten-day 
fight to preserve crops and homes, to- 
night turned to the task of giving aid 
to the stricken families. It was esti- 
mated that 5,000 persons were affected 
directly by the floods. 
The Red Cross, with headquarters at 
Kennett, was leading the work of as- 
sisting those who have been affected 
by the disaster. 


Varney River Rising. 


Word from south of here said the 
waters released by the new crevasse 
were adding to the volume of the al- 
ready swollen Varney River, and the 
levees along the banks of this stream 
are being watched closely in fear of 
ancther break. 

National guardsmen, who have been 
patrolling the dyke; here, have been 
transferred to that section, known as 
Levee District No. 4. 

No fatalities have been reported in 
connection with the inundation, since 
the ten-day fight against the river had 
left the people of the region sufficient 
warning that the waters might at any 
moment sweep down upon them. 

The heavy rain, which fell here to- 
day, made the conditions of the suffer- 
ers more acute, but rivermen did not 
consider it heavy enough to cause any 
appreciable rise in the river. With 
three crevasses now flooding surround- 
ing territory, the rest of the levees 
were considered to be out of immedli- 
ate danger. 

W. H. Dick, president of the Missis- 
Sippi River Flood Control Association, 
along with C. E, Collins, were at the 
scene of the disaster today, and took 
in the rescue work, Frank R. Reid, 
Illinois chairman of the Mississipp! 
flood control committee, was expected 
to arrive tomorrow or Tuesday. 


White River Falling. 


Newport, Ark., June 17 (A.P.).—A 
falling river tonight led levee workers 
to believe their fight to prevent further 
destruction of dikes in this county had 
been successful. The White dropped 
more than a foot here, and while rains 
last night in the upper valley were 
expected to. swell the stream again, en- 
gineers did not believe another levee- 
breaking crest would be reached. 

The situation at Jackson Bayou re- 
mained extremely serious, but a battle 
against the river was being waged by 
Government engineers and volunteers 
who left their plows to join in the 
struggle. 

Refugees from the flooded bottoms 
spent’a quiet Sunday, not unlike their 
Sundays at home. On Surrounded Hill, 
across the river from here, approxi- 
mately 200 homeless persons held serv- 
ices in a church built many years ago 
for just such times. 

They sang hymns and one of the men 
preached. After services there was 
“dinner on the ground” and the re- 
mainder of the afternoon was taken up 
with visits.

Polls on the prohibition issue just 
completed in the State of Delaware, 
which indicated general dissatisfaction 
with the Volstead act, may be repeated 
in every State of the Union by the As- 
sociation Against th? Prohibition 
Amendment, is was announced at their 
headquarters here yesterday. 

The Delaware poll, taken through 100,- 
000 questionnaires distributed among 
voters, of which 37,951 replied, showed 
that 85 per cent of the answers voiced 
dissatisfaction with the Volstead act 
and urged a change. Slightly more than 
1014 per cent of the voters who respond- 
ed upheld the eighteenth amendment. 

“Nearly half the voters sent their 
answers to the principal question, 
which was ‘Do you chink that a change 
in the existing prohibition laws is 
reeded?” Mr. Curran said yesterday, 
“end 32,915 answered ‘Yes,’ while 4,422 
enswered ‘No.’ The other questions 
showed an even "nore overwhelming 
disapproval of prohibition.”

Pavievitch said that Sandino holds 
21 prisoners, including George I’. Mar- 
shall, of New York, manager of the La 
Luz mine, which was raided late in 
April. The othe; prisoners, according 
to Pavlevitch, are 18 marines and 2 
other American mine workers. He said 
all were in good health and were being 
well treated. 

He stated further that Sandino had 
issued a decree saying that after June 
14 he would no longer respect foreign 
properties except those owned by Span- 
lards and Latin-Americans. By this 
action, Pavlevitch said, Sandino expects 
to prove that the protection enjoyed 
heretofore by foreign interests was due 

him and not.to the presence of 
United States Marines in Nicaragua. 

The informant stated that Sandino 
has 2,000 well-armed and equipped men 
and that with the full development of 
the rainy season he expects to fight 
under favorable conditions.

PASTOR IS LED OUTSIDE 
BY NATION’S EXECUTIVE 


Brule Community Happy, for 
Larger Churches Had 
Sought Honor. 


Superior, Wis., June 17 (A.P.).—In a 
little white country church scarcely 
helding 100 persons, President Coolidge 
worshiped today at a service conducted 

‘& white-haired blind preacher. 

Choosing the tiny chapel in the di- 
minutive hamlet of Brule for his first 
Sunday in Wisconsin, Mr. Coolidge, 
without pomp and ceremony, sur- 
rounded by the farming congregation of 
_ the church, listened to John Taylor, 69- 
year-old lay preacher, repeat from 
memory verse upon verse from the 
Bible and deliver a sermon on the ne- 


cessity of the gospel in every man’s life. 

At the end of the service, Mr. Cool- 
ldge took Taylor by the arm and, guid- 
ing the blind man’s fovtsteps, led the 
way into the open. 

The service was as simple as the 
church it was celebrated in. Sitting 
aione in a pew, Mr. Coolidge was the 
center of attention in the little gray- 
walled rectangular chapel whose only 
Splash of color came from a stained- 
glass window of the Good Shepherd fac- 
ing the congregation and from the Stars 
and Stripes on the wall beside it. 


Four Male Voices in Choir. 


A plano accompanied the choir of 
four male voices. to which 4 soprano 
from Superior had been added for the 
occasion. 

R. Ernest Bayes, a Congregationalist 
minister from Superior, assisted Taylor 
in conducting the service, which con- 
sisted of old favorite hymns, a few 
prayers, the lesson and the sermon. 

Mr, Coolidge drove alone to Brule 
from Cedar Island Lodge, 6 miles away, 
aince Mrs. Coolidge was advised not to 
venture forth in the drizzle that fell 
incessantly. Col. Osmun Latrobe, his 
military aid, and Col. James F. Coupal, 
his physician, both of whom accom- 
panied him in uniform, gave the only 
touch of formality to his entrance into 
the church. The congregation was al- 
ready seated when he came and the 
service got under way immediately.

At the end of the service, with all 
the congregation standing, Taylor was 
led by Bayes to Mr. Coolidge’s pew, 
there to be greeted by the Chief Execu- 
tive with a warm handshake. “We are 
very glad to have you as our guest to- 
day,” he gee? said, to which Mr. Coolidge 
replied, I am very pleased to be here.” 

Bayes met President Coolidge in 
1995 when the summer White House 
was at Swampscott in Massachusetts. 
Mr. Coolidge that summer worshiped 
at Salem and Bayes reminded him of 
the occasion wheh he had met him. 

Led by the arm by Mr. Coolidge, Tay- 
lor then walked out of the church down 
the few steps of the chapel to the door 
of the White House car. Photographers 
had gathered by the score and the two 
paused on their way to allow records 
of the occasion to be made. The small 
congregation crowded about them, and 
Coolidge, still not releasing the blind 
man, stood smiling, waving the hat he 
held in the other hand. 

“Come again, Mr. President, with 
Mrs. Coolidge, ” were the last words 
Taylor addressed to the Chief Execu- 
tive as the latter stepped in his auto~- 
mobile. The crowds gave one final 
wave, Mr. Coolidge raised his hat once 
more and was whisked away to his se- 
cluded residence. 


Other Churches Sought Honor. 


Folk here were pleased tonight for 
the President of the United States had 

worshipped in their midst and the serv- 
ices had gone through without a hitch. 

From the doxology to the benediction, 
so quietly, so simply were the offices of 
devotion carried out that a stranger 
might never have suspected the pres- 
ence of the small party from the sum- 
mer White House on the Brule had they 
not been seen to enter.

J. P. Carroll, Who Preyed on 
Wealthy, Had Ten Apart- 
ments in Philadelphia. 


ROBBED TEN POSTOFFICES 


Philadelphia, June 17 (A.P.).—Police 
today revealed the arrest several days 
ago of John P, Carroll, “millionaire ban- 
dit,” who escaped from Leavenworth 
Prison more than a year ago, where he 
was serving a fourteen-year sentence for 
@ $500,000 train robbery. Police said 
Carroll told them he had participated in 
ten postoffice robberies. 

Carroll was arrested here charged with 
having given a worthless check in pay- 
ment for a woman’s wrist watch. His 
story was obtained by detectives after 
one of them, posing as an underworld 
character, was placed in an adjoining 
cell. Police said they have recovered 
$50,000 in jewelry. Carroll was quoted 
as saying he made thousands of dollars 
through thefts and he maintained ten 
apartments in this city. 

Carroll said he had escaped from 
Leavenworth prison by secreting him- 
self in mattresses being shipped out. 
After three attempts he said he suc- 
ceeded in freeing his wife from the 
Missouri Women’s State Reformatory, 
where she was serving a term for par- 
ticipation in the mail robbery. The 
woman died several months ago. Car- 
roll said he made friends with persons 
of wealth and that by remarking that 
he disliked to stay at hotels was ad- 
mitted to their homes. He professed to 
be wealthy and entertained lavishly. 

He said he obtained $40,000 in jewels 
from the home of Arthur McMullen in 
Wilmington, Del., and $15,000 from the 
home of Edward Taylor, in Como, Mo.

The damage in Mexico City consists 
of numerous small cracks in pavements 
and sidewalks and in the walls of less 
substantial structures.

Trepassey, Newfoundland, June 17

The destination Is 
Ireland, with a strong possibility the 
plane will land at Valencia. 

Miss Amelia Earhart, Boston social 
worker, {s the woman member of the 
crew. Wilmer Stultz is the pilot and 
Lou Gordon is the mechanic. 

At the time of the hop-off, Weather 
Bureau reports indicated the filers 
would have little better than possible 
flying weather at least over the first 
half of their course which ts lald along 
the great circle. Should weather con- 
ditions threaten success of a safe pas- 
sage to Ireland, Stultz said, before the 
start, he would alter his course and 
head for the Azores. 


If the flight is accomplished, Miss | 


Earhart will have achieved the honor 


of being the first woman to fly across | 


the Atlantic. Three women have lost 
their lives and another was forced 
down at sea and picked up-by a ship 
in attempts to be the first of thelr sex 
to make the hazardous crossing. 


Has Two Radlo Sets. 


The Friendship Is a trimotored Fokker 
monoplane, equipped with pontoons for 
taking off from and landing on water. 

The ship carried approximately 700 
gallons of gasoline. Two radio sets, one 
operating on a 600 meter wave length 
and the other a low wave length emer- 
gency set were installed in the plane. 

Preparations for the attempt were 
made in secret and it was not until 
two weeks ago today, when the mono- 
plane arrived here trom Boston, that It 
became known Miss Earhart and Stultz 
contemplated a transatlantic flight. 

Interest in the flight has beea 
heightened by the fact that while Miss 
Earhart and her companions were 
awaiting a break in the weather for 
their hop-off, another woman, Miss 
Mabel Boll, with two pilots also was 
poised to go in an attempt to win the 
honor of being the first woman to 
cross. Miss Boll and her crew have the 
transatlantic monoplane Columbia, 
owned by Charies Levine, at Harbor 
Grace, Newfoundland. where they have 
been awaiting fair flying weather. 


Tested for Byrd. 


The monoplane Friendship was test- 
ed by pilots for Con.mander Richard 
E. Byrd with a view to determining its 
qualifications for use in Byrd's pro- 
posed South Pole flight. After Stultz 
had been making teste with the plaac 
in the vicinity of Boston for some time, 
its sale by Byrd was announced, al- 
though the idencity of the purchaser 
was not made known. After the ship 
left Boston it Decame known that it 
had been acquired by George Putnam, 
publisher, and a group of associates 
for Miss Earhart’s transatlantic flight 
attempt. 

Five unsuccessful attempts were 
made before the take-off. Stultz thea 
dropped all gas in tins, amounting to 
30 gallons, or 206 pounds, reducing his 
fuel supply to about 700 gallons. 

On the sixth attempt the plane lifted 
easily and flew down through the 
mouth of the harbor. circled back, flew 
low once over the village and ‘hen 
headed due east in a cloudless sky 
and disappeared. 

Few persons, with the exception of 
press representatives and cameramen, 
were present at the time of the take- 
off, and there was no excitement in the 
village, as most of the people were in 
church. 


Mrs, Guest Is Sponsor. 


With favorable weather reports at 
hand early today, final preparations 
were made, including add'tion of suffi- 
cient fuel for the flight. At 9:30 Miss 
Earhart and her companions went to 
the beach, where they boarded a dory 
and were rowed out to the plane, which 
was riding at anchor in the harbor. 

The Friendship flight is sponsored by 
Mrs. Frederick Guest, formerly Amy 
Phipps, of Pittsburgh, wife of Capt. 
Frederick Guest, former British secre- 
tary of state for air. She said she had 
arranged all possible safeguards in or- 
der that the flight might be “truly 
helpful to aviation,” and hoped it 
would be another link in the friend- 
ship between England and America. 

The arrangements were perfected by 
the Mechanical Science Corporation, 
represented by George Palmer Putnam, 
New York publisher and explorer. The 
Friendship, a trimotored Fokker mono- 
plane equipped with pontoons, was 
purchased from Commander Richard 
E. Byrd, who had originally intended 
to use it in his forthcoming Antarctic 
e-edition. 

Tests of the plane were made by 
Stultz in Boston. The plans for the 
flight were kept secret. Early Sunday 
morning, June 3, the Friendship left 
the Boston Airport, settled down on the 
water of Boston Harbor, and shortly 
afterward rose again and headed for 
Newfoundland. Because of fog, Stultz 
brought the plane down off Halifax and 
the expedition remained there Sunday 
night. The plane was sai to Trepas- 
sey next day.

Joseph F., Moore, Ardmore, Pa., 
general secretary of the association, 
who was received at the same time, 
gave the Pope many details of the 
association’s finances, Already %317,- 
000 has been distributed among the 
victims of the Russian and Turkish 
revolutions. Mr Moore reported that 
there would be $500,000 available at 
the end of this year for orphanages, 
welfare centers and educational pro- 
grams. 

Father Walsh and Mr. Moore both 
asserted that the pontiff showed not 
the slightest sign of fatigue at the end 
of the two-hour audience.

lost. The Republicans among them have noth- 
ing to gain by leaving their party, and it is 
useless for them to cling longer to their par- 
ticular plan.

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4 DISTRICT HIGHWAY SIGNS. 


District highways and approaches to public 
‘buildings are to be marked with standard 
guideposts and highway markers by the 
‘American Automobile Association at a cost to 
the District of $3.48. The next lowest bid 
submitted was $756. Some time ago the 
American Automobile Association offered to 
give the signs to Washington, but complaint 
was registered with the Commissioners because 
each sign bore the insignia of the club. It 
was then decided to advertise for bids, and 
the association, acting in the public interest, 
submitted an offer of 1 cent each for 348 
signs conforming in all respects to the design 
authorized. 

* Highway markers and guideposts will be 
beneficial in two respects. Their service to 
out-of-town motorists is apparent. Washing- 
ton.is one of the few communities that has 
not labeled its main highways and points of 
interest. As a result visitors from out of 
town frequently have become confused and 
lost. The markers will be used to designate 
} roads in and out of the District, and will be 
so placed that the visitor who follows them 
will be routed around the congested area. 
. Traffic should immediately show improvement. 
The out-of-town motorist, ignorant of local 
_ traffic regulations, as a general thing desires 
to avoid the congested area, and downtown 
traffic will move with far less confusion if 
those who are not used to it are directed to 
Jess heavily traveled streets.

#° BRITISH WOMEN WIN. 


- ‘America’s defense of the famous Wightman 
Cup, symbolic of woman's tennis supremacy, 
tottered, rallied gloriously, and then fell to 
efeat. Saturday morning the American team 
was in the strategically disadvantageous posi- 
tion of having to win two of the three remain- 
ing matches. Miss Helen Wilils was matched 
‘against Miss Eileen Bennett. Miss Helen 
Jacobs, youthful Californian, was matched 
against the British school girl, Miss Betty 
Nuthall, Miss Wills and Miss Pene!ope Ander- 
son, of Richmond, were teamed against Miss 
Bennett and Mrs. M. Holcroft Watson. 
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The Wightman Cup matches may mark the 
passing of . Mrs. Molla Mallory. from tourna- 
ment play. There was a day when she ranked 
supreme. Mrs. Mallory, however, has become 
a veteran, and tennis is a game of youth. 
Twice, in as many starts, she met defeat. 
Friday she lost in straight sets to Miss Ben- 
nett, and. Saturday she was defeated by Mrs. 
Watson, 2—6, 6—1, 6—2. In the first set 
she showed her old form and flashed to vic- 
tory. The swift pace set by her rival was too 
much, however, and Mrs. Mallory was swept 
off. her feet. 

Miss Jacobs and Miss Wills have further 
proved their right to ranking position in 
American women’s tennis. Both met able ad- 
versaries and defeated them. Miss Jacobs’ 
victory over Miss Nuthall in particular is note- 
worthy. The British school girl has improved 
greatly of recent months and has become a 
redoubtable foe for any one. Miss Jacobs is a 
worthy teammate for Miss Wills. When the 
latter surrenders her laurels it is probable 
that Helen Jacobs will pick them up. 


HEAVY LOCAL TAXES. 


The District auditor recommends continua- 
tion of the existing tax rate of $1.70 on $100 
of assessed valuation through the new fiscal 
year beginning. July 1. The Commissioners 
will meet today to take action upon the recom- 
mendation. 

The total definite and estimated appropria- 
tion against District revenues for next year is 
$37,662,848. The tax on personal property 
will bring in $2,500,000, and on earnings of 
public utility corporations, banks, &c., $2,- 
150,000. Miscellaneous collections, including 
assessments, licenses, fees, &c., will net an- 
other $2,800,000, and the Federal Government 
has granted a $9,000,000 lump 6um. The 
total of these various items is $16,450,000, 
which leaves $21,212,848 to be raised from fhe 
tax on real estate and tangible personal prop- 
erty. A rate of $1.70 will bring in a total of 
$21,403,300. 

Taxpayers in other communities will not 
look upon the $1.70 rate as excessive. On 
paper it appears to be lower than that charged 
elsewhere. Washington, however, is one of 
the few cities on a full valuation basis, and in 
which the assessed value of property com- 
pares favorably with its market value. This 
fact has been put before Congress and the 
public on various and sundry occasions. The 
local tax rate is high when reduced to a pro- 
portionate basis in which fair comparison can 
be made with other cities of like size. 

Washington, however, prefers to assume 
this heavy burden rather than have the city 
handicapped in its management and develop- 
ment through lack of funds, Washingtonians 
city. They realize that 


to be developed and governed in a@ manner 
befitting the Federal City. If no element 
other than the local taxpayer were respon- 
sible for the deyelopment of the Capital, 
Washington would not complain. The local 
fiscal problem, however, can not be so simply 
stated. 

There is a divided responsibility in the gov- 
ernment of Washington. Congress always 
has assumed part of the expense, formerly 
upon a proportionate basis, lately by appro- 
priating a lump sum. The lump sum at first 
was approximately equal to what the propor- 
tionate appropriation would have been. Mu- 
nicipal expenses increased, however, while the 
lump sum remained fixed. 

Because Washington is the Capital its ex- 
penses are greater than those of other cities. 
The Government has appropriated valuable 
real estate upon which taxes can not be col- 
lected, and is engaged at present upon a vast 
extension program in which other valuable 
property will be withdrawn from taxation. 
The seat of Government requires extraordinary 
police and fire protection. Streets, parks and 
plazas are extensive and costly to maintain. 
The sum granted by the Government is in- 
adequate to offset the additional expenses in- 
curred. The lump sum is inequitable and 
unjust. Washington feels thoroughly justi- 
fied in demanding that Congress return to the 
proportionate method of making District ap- 
propriations, so that the United States and 
the local taxpayer shall share equitably the 
cost of maintaining and develoving the city. 
Until this reform has been accomplished the 
$1.70 tax rate under which Washington labors 
must stand or be increased. At this time the 
groundwork should be laid upon which an 
effective campaign for relief can be presented 
to the next Congress. 


MENTAL TESTS FOR CRIMINALS, 


Retribution has been the penalty for crime 
ever since men have sought to deal with crim- 
inals as offenders against saciety rather than as 
subjects for private vengeance. There is now 
more need than ever before to make the way 
of the willful transgressor a hard way. 
Retributive justice is the only salutary justice. 
Correctional aims are but humane glosses over 
the stern fact that the man who raises his hand 
against his fellows cuts himself off from any 
merely merciful attitude of the courts toward 
him. Yet it is entirely consistent with the 
theory of the punitive basis of justice to throw 
about victims of mental affliction, the aegis 
of science. Penalties for crime assume respon- 
sibility upon the part of the criminal. It is 
here that the astute criminal lawyer seeks for 
the escape of his client from the consequences 
of his acts. Neither judges nor juries under 
the general practice are competent to pass 
upon the intricate technical arguments of 
alienists, particularly’ when these are found 
upon both sides of the case. Juries are prone 
to feel lenient toward persons concerning 
whose mental accountability there has been 
created a doubt by experts. 

Massachusetts has sought to handle this 
situation by the creation of a department of 
mental diseases, by which all murderers and 
felons are examined before going to trial. 
California has the mental! status of such classes 
of criminals considered by the jury, apart from 
the question of guilt. 

Such advances toward Settling bon a 
method of establishing responsibility without 
impairment of justice are not generally ac- 
cepted as satisfactory. Evén-handed justice 
demands that the individual shall be tried 
without respect to wealth. or social position, 


and no agency as yet proposed as a substitute |. 
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tion be made between accountability and the 
reverse. 
alienists themselves as to what constitutes 
insanity. Im the absence of obvious evidence 
of the lack of accountability of the accused 
person, the burden of opinion among those 
having to do with criminal actions appears to 
be that the presumption of sanity should not 
be attacked. They hold that crime is not 
evidence of deranged mentality, and that the 
circumstances in. each case almost always 
make clear whether or not the crime was com- 
mitted by a sane person. . 


THE TWO LEAGUES. 


Many doleful predictions are being made 
as to the future of the American League. 
Some pessimists even say that unless the domi- 
nation of the New York Yankees is ended 
every other team in the league will show a 
loss at the end of the season. In following 
out this line of reasoning, it has been sug- 
gested that Col. Jacob Ruppert, owner of the 
New York team, should scatter his stars 
among the other teams in order to restore the 
proper balance, Col. Ruppert, who bought 
the Yankees when they were a hopeless second 
division club and who by the expenditure of 
much time and money, made them invincible, 
has given no indication of taking any such 
advice. 

It is additionally annoying to the American 
League magnates under such circumstances to 
consider the race in the National League. 
Only six games separate the first five teams, 
and any one familiar with baseball will tell 
you what that means in enthusiasm and big 
crowds. No team is sure of the lead. New 
York, Brooklyn, Cincinnati and St. Louis have 
all been in and out of the leadership. Chicago 
has threatened ever since the first of the sea- 
son to head the procession. The only two 
teams, in fact, that appear to have no chance 
for pennant honors are Boston and Philadel- 
phia, 

The contrast is painful to the American 
League. Each year the eight team owners 
have combed the minor leagues in the hope of 
finding players suitable for a team to break 
the Yankee spell. The two years in which 
Washington won the pennant have been the 
only occasions in the last seven seasons when 
this has been possible. There is slight likeli- 
hood of any upset this year. The New York 
team is almost a mathematical certainty to- 
day. There will at any rate be no suspense. 
The race will be a runaway affair. The fight 
will be in the National, and it is the fight 
that pays. 


DEALING ON CREDIT. 


One of the phenomena of the present era is | 
Those | 


the rapid extension of credit selMng. 
who have made widest use of the system, 
notably credit merchants and the automobile 
industry, insist that it explains largely the 
prosperity that has come to the United States. 

The Department of Commerce is conducting 
a retail credit survey, the result of which may 
have important bearing upon further extensions 
of installment selling. The city of Baltimore 
is being used as a laboratory and if the results 


are promising in Baltimore the survey will be 


extended to include other American cities. The 
department is working through questionnaires. 
Merchants are asked whether their goods are 
sold for cash, open credit, or upon the de- 
ferred payment plan. If the latter plan is 
followed, they are asked the amount of the 
initial payment, the usual number of payments 
in the contract, and the length of life of the 
contract. Hach merchant is asked to report 
the volume of his business in all goods for the 
past three years and what method he employs 
to determine the amount of credit he extends 
to any individual. The survey is being made 
primarily, according to the department, to 
ascertain if possible the cost of credit safety. 

The cost of credit safety has a most im- 
portant bearing upon the fundamental sound- 
ness of the installment system. If credit can 
be extended safely at a cost that will not run 
the installment purchase price too high, and 
if the merchant can devise a way of establish- 
ing a prospective purchaser's credit capacity, 
it should not be difficult to put installment 
selling upon a firm and scientific basis. As 
matters stand now, installment selling has 
largely “just grown.’”’ With the exception of 
such large credit corporations as have made 
more or less comprehensive and _ scientific 
studies, each operator has depended upon his 
personal experience to build up his own system. 


BORAH’S TEAMWORK. 


The picture of Senator Borah, of Idaho, as 
“The Lone Rider” is one that numerous writers 
have attemptéd to fix firmly in the public mind. 
His tendency to blaze his own trail has been 
overemphasized, but it is, nevertheless, true 
that for a good many years the Idaho senator 
has not been a gregarious individual in a po- 
litical sense. Party conventions and presiden- 
tial campaigns have apparently had little in- 
terest for him. He refrained both in 1920 and 
in 1924 from any active participation in behalf 
of the national ticket. 

Senator Borah can not be accused of aloof- 
ness this year. No other individual had a more 
active part in the Kansas City convention. 
Every step taken by the party found Borah in 
the forefront of the leaders. His activities 
began when he consulted with Secretary 
Hoover and then announced that Mr. Hoover 
and he were in agreement on the planks which 
Borah intended to present to the resolutions 
committee. At the same time it was inti- 
mated, and a day or two later confirmed, that 
the votes of Idaho would be switched from 
their favorite son to Hoover. 

The first important task of the Republicans 
was the drafting of the platform. Out of 
those deliberations Senator Borah emerged 


with the law enforcement plank that he had 


carried te Kansas City. The section had been 
assailed by the wets, but after all the tumult 
it was identical in language with the one that 
Senator Borah proposed. Senator Borah was 
chosen to defend the party farm relief plank. 
His was the closing argument for the ‘resolu- 
tions committee, and he led the convention 
in the rejection of the “equalization fee’ sub-

REDUCTION OF TEACHERS 
CONTEMPLATED BY BOARD 


Cut in Special Personnel to 
Begin at Once if Commit- 
tee Favors Action. 


NEW POLICY CONSIDERED 


Gradual reduction of the number of 
special teachers in the District schools, 
as recommended in the last Bureau of 
Efficiency report to Congress, will begin 
immediately if a change in policy now 


being considered by the personnel com- 
mittee of the Board of Education ts fa- 


vorably reported and acted on when 
that body meets Thursday. 


Under the new schedule, recom- 
mended to the board by superintendent 
of Schools Frank W. Ballou, special 
teachers in the music, drawing, physical 
training, manual arts, household arts, 
penmanship, elementary science, nature 
study and visual instruction he a 
ments will gradually become assistants 
to their various directors. They will be 
assigned for the help of teachers rather 
than for the tnstruction of pupils, as 
heretofore. 

The reductions will be effected through 
resignations, retirements, promotion to 
junior high schools and assignment to 
departmental teaching under the pol- 
icy proposed for adoption. 

This change will be made gradually, 
as the seventh and eighth grade 
classes of the elementary schools are 
transferred to the junior high schools, 
and as teachers become available from 
the normal schools qualified to teach 
the special subjects in the classroom 

The new situation growing out of 
the reorganization of the schools on 
the 6—6—3 plan, and the teacher cost 
of the educational programs in special 
subjects in both elementary and in 
junior high schoojs, were given by Dr 
Ballou as-reasons for the change. 

A new policy governing the organt- 
zation and operation of kindergartens 
throughout the city is also under con- 
sideration by the personne] committee. 
Under the new plan kindergartens 
would be formed in communities able 
to present the names of at least 30 
pupils who would attend. Kindergartens 
would be discontinued when their en- 
roliment. fell below 25. The change 
provides for assignment of two teach- 
ers to a Kindergarten class of more 
than 40, and specifies that teachers are 
to assume greater responsibilities in 
the primary grades.

AIR ENVOY FROM MEXICO 
HOPS TO NEW YORK TODAY 


Silver-Winged Monoplane to. 
Quit Bolling Field With 
Army Escort. 


WHEEL PARTLY REPAIRED 


Shortly after the dawning 
lights up the stretch of level green 
that is Bolling Field today, Capt. 
Emilio Carranza, of Mexico, will climb 
into the cabin of his monoplane and 
follow the skies to New York. 

At the same time three Curtiss-Hawk 
planes will take to the air with the 
good-will ambassador.

Previously mechanics of the post had 
removed a damaged wheel, and repaired 
the spokes that had been bent and 
broken when the Mexican ace made a 
forced landing en route to Washington 
last Monday. 

Although it was stated at the fleld 
that the wheel is sufficiently strong to 
bear the light load of gasoline necessary 
for the trip to New York, it was an- 
nounced that .arrangements had been 
made to have two heavier ones mounted 
on the ship when he lands at Mitchel 
Field. 

Although Capt. Carranza’s plans are 
as yet indefinite, he indicated last night 
that it may be ten or twelve days be- 
fore he attempts his nonstop flight from 
New York to the Mexican capital. 

Besides Maj. Davidson, Bolling Field 
officers who will provide his escort to 
Manhattan will be Capt. R. E. Ellis, re- 
cently commended for his skill in sav- 
ing a burning plane, and Lieut.

FINISHED STEEL PRICES 
HOLD UP FAIRLY WELL 


Auto Industry Active; Car 
Loadings More Favorable; 
Cotton Sales Good. 


New York, June 17 (A.P.).—Business 
was restricted to rather narrow limits 
during the past week, due to contin- 
ued seasonal declines, cool or wet 
weather within wide areas, and a sen- 
sational break and partial recovery in 
the security and commodity markets. 

Political uncertainty during the Re- 

publican national convention undoubt- 
edly contributed toward the slackening 
of activity, although the other factors 
were adequate to account for most of 
it. It was noteworthy that wherever 
propitious weather prevailed the de- 
mand for seasonable commodities in- 
creased. 
Curtailment of activity in iron and 
steel mills became more pronounced, 
although finished steel prices held fair- 
ly steady. A reduction of a dollar a 
ton in semifinished steel was at- 
tributed to the break in pig iron the 
previous week. Buying in lighter lines 
improved a little, although automobile 
manufacturers’ orders declined. and 
buying in heavy lines was quieter. 


New Record by General Motors. 


The automobile industry was still 
active, however, and some manufactur- 
ers of cars and accessories were adding 
to their forces. The Ford Motor Com- 
pany was employing the largest force 
in its history. General Motors estab- 
lished a new high record for May for 
the third consecutive month, when 
deliveries of cars and trucks reached 
224,094 units, against 209,367 in April 

Freight car loadings were slightly 
more favorable, the total for the first 
week in June exceeding the total for 
the corresponding period last year. 
Loadings were still less than for the 
corresponding weeks in 1925 and 1926, 
but in this connection the loss of ratl- 
way business through motor. truck 


competition is significant. 


Best In Three Weeks. | 


Last week’s sales of unfinished cot- | 
ton goods were the best reported in | 
three weeks, although textile produc- 
tion is still subnormal and finishing 
plants are shutting. down machinery | 
due to lack of business. The primary | 
dry goods and raw silk markets were a | 
little steadier.. The warm spell late in | 
the week helped sales of summer ap-| 
parel. 

One of the brightest spots was new | 
building activity. Setting new records | 
in some localities, with a stimulating | 
effect on related industries. The ce-| 
ment industry showed a small gain for, 
May. and increased 5.9 per cent for 
the first five months over the like pe-| 
riod of last year. 

A pronounced weakness developed in | 
the grain and cotton markets on re-| 
ports of better weather over a consid- | 
erable portion of the growing area, and | 
in sympathy with the break 
securities market. 

Southwest Rains Too Heavy. 


While rain tn the spring wheat. 
Northwest was beneficial, the South-| 
west reported more rainfall than was | 
needed for the best interests of~ the 
winter wheat crop, which now requires 
dry, warm weather. The Central West- 
ern States complained of cool weather 
retarding crops and trade, and the 
South found no general benefit from | 
widely scattered but generally heavy 
rainfall.

New York, June 17 (A.P.)—Wide price

rowing from the reserve banks which | 
has been attributed to stock wee 
activity. 

Banks have been borrowing increas- | 
ing amounts from the federal Reserve | 
centers, it was observed, during a period | 
when the foundation for Federal reserve 
credit was contracting. But in recent 
days, it was pointed out, interest rates | 
had risen, and the steps of the reserve | 
board to protect its credit had induced 
the lending banks to “pass pressure on 
to the borrowing public, as evidenced 
by the rise in open market money rates 
and the closer scrutiny to which many 
loans are subjected.” 

Reviewing trade conditions, the board 
noted that the volume of manufactur- 
ing production had shown little change 
during recent months, and department 
store and wholesale sales were a trifle 


smaller than last year, largely be- 
cause of unfavorable weather. Price ; 
movements in the wholesale markets 
were said to have been slightly upward, 
because of increases in selling rates 
for copper, zinc, grains, cotton and 
live stock. 

In a ruling attached to its bulletin 
for bank information, it was stated 
that the board held that deposits 
made by mutual savings banks, Morris 
Plan Banks, and personal credit unions 
with National Banks might be classi- 
fled in accounting as “amounts due to 
banks.” Deposits of building and loan

New York, June 17 (A.P.).—The 
trend of bond market prices contin- 
ued downward last week, with many 
issues selling around the low levels of 
last year.

For days 
banks and brokers have been advising 
clients that the time is most advanta- 
geous for making purchases, but out- 
side the activity of a few “bargain 
hunters” and some investing institu- 
tions there has been no great increase 
in demand, although. some legal rails 
reflected buying late in the week by 
making small gains. 

Maintenance of high money rates has 
had a quieting effect on the market 
and as there are expectations that the 
easier tendency of the money market 
late in the week was only temporary 
and that further stringency will be 
met early in the coming week, no great 
change is now foreseen. Decrease in 
brokers’ loans ig regarded as insuffi- 
cient materially to affect the situation 
while further earmarkings and exports 
of gold have tended to offset any other 
influences for an easier situation.

ONTINUING the subject of pre- 
empting bids (meaning thereby 
initial bids of three or more, 
made with the hope of shutting out 
all other bids), it is important for the 
student of the game to bear in mind 
that to bid three initially, the bidder's 
hand should contain at least seven 
sure tricks if the suit he name be the 
trump; and to bid four initially, the

bid. Pre-empting holdings are very 
unusual; and there are hands which 
are too strong to make preemtion ad- 
visable. With great length and 
stength in one suit only, or length and 
Strength in one suit and = strength 
without length in one other, preempt- 
ing is usually desirable; but with 
length and strength in one suit and 
strength in two others, preempting is 
not necessary because it is not likely 
that the opponents with only one 
powerful suit can outbid a hand that 
contains three. If they try to do: so 
and go too far, the opportunity to in- 
flict a severe penalty may arise. These 
distinctions can be explained best by 
examples. 

Hands Nos. 1 and 2 are examples of 
sound preempting bids of three. Hand 
No. 2 shows a holding with which an 
initial bid of four would be fully justi- 
fied.

ADVICE ON TICKS. 
HEN in a tick-infested country 
one should look himself over 
for insects every night. It its 
not safe to postpone this ceremony for 
a week. The reason is that tick bite 
may be fatal. To be fatal, however, 
the tick must keep its head buried in 
the skin of its host for five days or 
longer. If the insect stays attached 
for any period up to five days the only 
result is painful, itching wound. If, 
however, the insect is overlooked and 
remains imbedded for longer than five 
days the result is a form of paralysis 
from which death is very likely to re- 
sult. 
The reference {s to the bites of non- 
infected, ordinary brown ticks or wool 
ticks. Rocky Mountain spotted fever, 
due to the bite of infected ticks, is an- 
other matter. This tick paralysis is 
the result of poison carried in the 
saliva of the tick. In other words, the 
ordinary tick is a poisonous insect 
capable of causing paralysis and death 
if given five days or more to operate. 
Cases of paralysis and death due to 
tick bite have been known of for 5ev- 
eral years. We were a little slow in 
getting the matter straightened out 
for several reasons. One was that the 
earlier reports came from the North- 
west? and there was some tendency to 
confuse tick paralysis with Rocky 
Mountain spotted fever.

Answer—1, The result of considerable 
clinical research shows that greasing 
the face does not cause hair to grow. 
This applies both to vegetable and anl- 
mal fats. 

2. The fruit had been !ncompletely 
sterilized. It contained an abundance 
of gas producing bacilli. Not all the 
gas producing bacilll are harmful, elth- 
er through the bacillus directly or 
through the chemicals it forms. But 
many of them are. Some are very 
violently poisonous. Since the con- 
sumer has no way of knowing that the 
contents of a “swell” can are harmless 
he should not eat them or even taste 
them.

loves to the heart-broken anguish 
caused by the severe austerity of an 
intolerant and tyrannical member of 
the peerage who effectually breaks off 
the match. 

In the opposite role of Arthur Gower, 
Ralph Forbes contributes the finest 
work he has ever executed for the 
cameras, and O. P. Heggie, an actor 
whose resourcefulness and skill serve 
to perpetuate the finest traditions of 
the theater, is incomparably finished 
and impressive in the role of Sir Will- 
iam Gower, the icy conventionalist of 
exclusive Cavendish Square, Other 
important roles are capably played by 
Owen Moore, as Tom Wrench; Gwen 
Lee, who discloses unsuspected com- 
mand of straight dramatic parts as 
Avonia; Lee Moran, Margaret Seddon, 
Virginia Pearson and Cyril Chadwick, 
whose impersonation of Capt. de Foe- 
nix vividly recalls the elder Sothern’s 
depiction of Lord Dundreary. 

Strive as hard as I might, I was un- 
able to detect a flaw in “The Actress,” 
yesterday afternoon. Both the outdoor 
settings, amid which the action receives 
its initial impulse, and those indoors 
that follow are perfect in suitability 
and taste, Sidney Franklin’s direction 
is expertly timed and the lighting and 
photography are superb. The final scene 
of Trelawney’s eventual stage triumph 
and reunion with her lover ts given a 
touch of brillance by artistic execution 
in natural colors. 

It is difficult to cease raving about 
so completely laudable a production as 
“The Actress,” but a word must be said 
about Wesley Eddy and John Murray 
Anderson's “Xylophonia” stage revue, 
which is also unusual.

Though a football game may seem 
somewhat out of place at this time of 
year, yet an interesting and amusing 
picture js always “in season”. and 
Pathe-De Mille’s “Hold ’Em Yale” at 
the Metropolitan this week surely falls 
within this category. 

Rod La Roque is well cast as Jaime 
Montez, the Yale student from the 
Argentine, and is ably supported by 
Jeannette Loff, whose blonde beauty 
has here its initial screen showing. 
Tom Kennedy, in the congenial role 
of a dumb detective, acts as Jaime’s 
pursuing nemesis and Joseph Cawthorn, 
Hugh Allan and Jerry Mandy complete 
the excellent cast—with the aid, it 
dg be added, of a very clever mon- 
ey. 

Down in the Argentine, Jaime Montez 
saves an American girl, Helen, and 
her father, a Yale professor, from out- 
laws and, being mistaken for a bandit, 
demands and receives a kiss from the 
fair Helen. Later at New Haven, 
Jaime, now a very conceited Yale 
freshman, incurs the wrath of the po- 
lice and secures the aid of Helen in 
escaping them. 

To win her admiration and love he 
goes out for the boxing team but is 
beaten in the big match by his own 
conceit. Handed a box of “razzberries” 
by his own class and the conceit fairly 
knocked out of him, he makes the 
football team and gains stardom. On 
the eve of the Princeton game he is 
placed in a compromising situation 
and is again involved with the detec- 
tive. 

In the ensuing excitement he is in- 
jured but leaves his hospital bed to 
win the game for “dear old Yale”. in 
the last minute of play. 

Here is a picture without a_ dull 
moment, and with a well told story, 
funny situations, fine character studies, 
thrilling climaxes and amusing sub- 
titles, What more can be asked? 

The bill also includes a newsreel 
showing scenes of the Republican con- 
vention and of the arrival of Carranza 
at Bolling Field; a novelty entitled 
“Pleasure Hunting;” and a much-bet- 
ter-than-the-average comedy.

In the title role Jacqueline Logan 
offers a peculiarly uneven performance, 
In the scenes of tensity and dramatic 
vigor in which the play abounds her 
poytrayal is sincere and convincing, but 
in the lighter moments of coquetry 
and love her work is marred by a ma- 
jerity of all the affectations to which an 
actress may fall heir. 

George Armstrong, remembered as 
the two-fisted sparring partner of Vic- 
tor McLaglen in “A Girl in Every Port,” 
does an honest bit as the sallor sweet- 
heart of the ringmaster of the cats, but 
first honors, despite the fact that his 
role is one totally bereft of any sym- 
pathetic quality, must be credited to 
Alan Hale, as the Cossack who had 
schooled a huge gorilla to commit the 
depredations through which he, in 
time, hoped to become rich. James 
Bradbury, sr., as the chief of police, 
completes the roster of those who play 
vital parts in the visualization of a 
story that is pictured against a novel 
background. 

The direction is excellent and photo- 
graphically the film is to be highly 
commended, skillful use having been 


made of the double exposure to empha- 
size the most salient points in build- 
ing the dramatic structure that is top- 
ped by a climax both exciting and 
tense. 

The auxiliary attractions include a 
two-reel comedy, “Big Game George,” 
more concerned with what happened 
to a lad who missed the boat than 
with any aspect of big game hunting; 
a comprehensive scenic study of the 
Black Hills, where President and Mrs.

There is no attempt at 
plausibility, and as soon as this be- 
comes clear interest sags to a feeble 
pitch.

for the most recent of the Paramount

Never, I think, have I seen upon either 
stage or screen 60 tough a gang of 
thugs as comprise the male personnel 
of the squalid street in London’s Lime- 
house district, known as “Harmony 
Row.” The women are worse. 

It seems to nxave been the intention 
in producing tk'‘s original story by 
Joseph von Sternberg, himself a dis- 
tiuguished director, and Benjamin 
Glazer, under the directorial guidance 
of Maurice Stiller, famous European 
wielder of the megaphone, to afford 
Jannings an opportunity to demon- 
strate that art need not be beautiful, 
and that realism, stark and brutal, is 
to be listed among the more statuary of 
our amusements. Whilc this is a no- 
tion to which I do not at all subscribe, 
it must be said that Jannings’ portrayal 
of the bruiser, Basher Bill, is on a par 
with anything he has done in fidelity 
to type and expression of powerful emo- 
tional stress by sheer genius in char- 
acterization. 

The story must have been subjected

ent upon carrying out his evil mid- 
night designs, he realizes in the pres- 
ence of chastity that his reformation 
has been actual rather than pretended. 
When his girl of the streets turns him 
up to the police for a hold-up, he 
gladly sacrifices his life to save her 
soul when the .45 automatics begin to 
bark. 

Overlooking the coarseness and the 
vulgarity—which, after all, I suppose 
are indigenous to Limehouse, although 
I see no reason for putting them on 
the screen—to be found in almost 
every scene, the plcture presents two 
memorable character delineations— 
| Basher Bill, by Jannings, and Annie, 
| his abused and miserable mistress, im- 
personated by Olga Baclanova, who 
here has an infinitely better oppor- 
tunity to reveal her great ability as an 
actress than in support of Pola Negri 
in “Three Sinners.” Fay Wray, as the 
salvationist, is unbelievably long- 
suffering and futile in her mission of 
mercy. 

Supplementing this saga of the slug- 
ger are ‘“‘Nature’s Wizardry,” depicting 
how feebly man has imitated nature 
in many of his inventions; an unusu- 
ally interesting issue of the M-G-M 
News overture composed of selections 
from “Robin Hood,” organlogue of song 
hits and a genuinely amusing “Our 
Gang” comedy, “Edison, Marconi & 
Co.,”" in which the rascals go motoring 
in a homemade speed car—and how!

In the Bird World 


1. THE LARGEST BIRD 


earth today is the ostrich. Its 

native home is in desert regions, 
chiefly in Africa but also in Arabia 
and Syria. 

Ostriches usually .stand five or six 
feet tall, but a .few ‘measure to -the 
height of eight feét. -They are heavy 
birds, often weighing as much as 275 
or 300 pounds. With such weight, it 
is little wonder that they cannot fly. 
They have wings, indecd but these have 
little use—other than to supply plumes, 


T = LARGEST bird Hving on the 


Ostriches usually stand five 
feet tall. 


Although the ostrich cannot fly, it 
can run with great swiftness. Twenty- 
six miles an hour jis estimated to be 
about its limit. Only the best race- 
horses can equal such a speed. It is 
a mistake, however, to suppose that 
ostriches can never be overtaken by 
horses. On more than one occasion 4a 
hunter mounted on a swift horse has 
run down an ostrich in a straighaway 
chase. 

Often te ostriches are quite kind to 


the hunters. Instead of running 


straight ahead, they circle round an‘ 
round. This gives a good chance for 
them to be shot. 

Members of desert tribes hunt oa- 
triches in simplier ways, Sometimes 
they lie in wait beside a watering place 
and fire poisoned arrows when the birds 
come to drink. A more curious method 
is used by hunters who hide in the 
nests of ostriches and spring up with 
drawn bow when the birds return. 

Ostriches have only two toes on each 
foot. Other birds have from three io 
five toes. j 

Sometimes we hear a person claim ‘to > 
have “a stomach like an ostrich.” The 
saying arises from the fact that os- 
triches, as well as goats. will “eat ‘ai- 
most anything.” Their usual food'’is 
made up of grass, leaves, fruit, and ber- 
ries; but they will stoop to eat snakes 
or lizards..» More surprising is their 
willingnéss to swallow stones, sand ahd 
bones! 

An ostrich egg weighs about three ’ 
pounds, If placed in boiling ,water, it 
will not become hardboiled for almost 
three-quarters of an hour. The con- 
tents are equal to eighteen hens’ eg2s. 

A large bird native to South Ametfita 
is sometimes spoken of as “the Ameri- 
can ostrich;” but its proper name 
“the rhea.” It is related to the true 
ostrich, but has three toes on each foot 
and differs in other ways.

SCIENTIST WAS MAKING . 
TEST OF TEMPERATURE 


Had Filled Structures With 
Safes and Instruments 
for Experiments. 


One hundred and sixty firemen and 
approximately 2,500 other interested 
spectators stood near Tenth and B 


streets northwest yesterday morning 
about 5:30 ~'clock and watched a large 
five-story brick building and an ad- 
joining two-story structure burn to the 
ground without meking the slightest 
effort to save them. 

Fire Chief George 8S. Watson was 
present, and for the first time since he 
has been attending fires failed to order 
his men to battle the flames. In fact, 
he commended them on the efficient 
manner in which they had let the 
buildings burn, 

Maj. Edwin [ Hesse, chief of police, 
was also a spectator, and although he 
knew that Simon H. Ingberg, of Gar- 
rett Park, Md., had deliberately set fire 
to the buildings, and then boldly stayed 
at the scene to watch the flames, he 
made no attempt to have Mr. Ingberg 
taken into custody for arson. 

The scene was se unique that fire ex- 
perts journeyed here fro™ several other 
large Eastern cities to witness it. 


Scientist Making Test. 


It seems that Mr. Ingberg is chief of 
the fire-resistance section of the Bureau 
of Standards, and for years has been 
consumed with a desire to fill a large 
building with scientific instruments, set 
fire to it, and watch it burn without in- 
terference from the Fire Department. 
It had never been done before. 

Recently Mr. tngberg secured per- 
mission from the Treasury Department 
to burn down the two buildings at 
1007 and 1009 FP street northwest. [he 
bulldings, formerly occupied by the F. 
W. Bolgiano Seed & Fertilizer Co., were 
recently condemmed, and ordered torn 
down to make way for a new Govern 
ment building 

Mr. Ingberg explained that he wanted 
to destroy he buildings with flames 
so he could determine the fire re- 
sistive qualities of safes and other rec- 
ord containers and to measure the 
intensity and duration of fire in build-

Within fifteen minutes both structiires 
were roaring furnaces The roofs caved 
in on both buildings in about a 
hour, and then the side and front 
walls began to topple 


Other Structures Protected. 


By ‘his time the fire was so hot no 
one but firemen and Mr Ingberg and |! 
his assistants approached within a half | 
block of it. Chief Watson ordered a 
water screen thrown around the blaz- | 
ing buildings, but issued a strict com- 
Mand that no water be allowed to fall 
on the flames 

As a precautionary measure Chiet 
Watson had ordered sixteen pieces of 
fire-fighting aptaratus to the scene 
of the scientific fire because it was 
situated in the heart of Washington’‘a 
wholesale market cisetrict one of the 
most dangerous fire zones in the city 

Clouds of steam arose from the 
roofs of buildings on the east side of 
Tenth street anc from the rear walls 
of the President Treater in C street, 
near Eleventh street when firemen 
turned hose lines on them to offset 
the heat from the fire 

Both buildings were destroyed in less 
than an hour. The roofs and all four 
walls of both structures caved in and 
all that remained was smoking embers. 
The safes were hidden in these embers 
and no attempt will be made to re- 
move them until the cool-off, Mr Ings- 
berg sald. 

Both Chief Watson and Mr. Ingsberg 
agreed that nothing surprising or un- 
expected had occurred during the ex- 
periment so far as outward appearances 
were concerned.

Waits on Ruins to Cool. 


Mr. Ingsberg said the results noted 
by the instruments in the blaze would 
not be finally checked until this morn- 
ing and he had no idea what they 
would reveal. 

Each safe and container in the bulld- 
ing was equipped with thermometers 
and other recording devices so arranged 
as to record the highest temperature 
reached within each and the moment 
of impact as they fell through the 
burned-out floors. 

Thermocouples with leads extending 
to a protected place near the burning 
structures permitted the recording to 
temperatures at 50 points in the open 
places within the building while the 
temperature was being measured at 45 
points in the debris, 

When the complete data has been 
assembled and interpreted, the results 
of the test will be made available to 
manufacturers of safes, engineers, 
architects and others.
